The 
economy-minded 
senator 


from Virginia is not necessarily 
displaying opposition .to the Mar- 
shall plan when he asks for an ac- 
counting. Surely no American wants 
to see his government write a blank 
check for Europe. A requisition for 


r everal billion dollars should 
be 


justified as well as itemized, even 
though results cannot be guaran- 
teed. 
Such a requisition might 


speed final action when Congress 
meets to debate the aid-to-Europe 
program. 


There is less promise, and per- 


haps less point, in Mr. Byrd's de- 
mand for an accounting of the last 
two years' spending in Europe, 
even thought there are good rea- 
sons why the accounting should 
be made. It can be said in advance 
jkhat it would disclose some dis- 
flnaying information. There has un- 
doubtedly been some appalling was- 
tage of American funds, but the 
fault does not lie entirely with the 
American government. 


It was certain when the war end- 


ed that the TJiMted States, untouch- 
ed by battle and possessing great 
wealth in money and productive 
capacity, would have to help Eu 
rope. The victorious and occupied 
countries there found themselves 
exhausted and confused. The con- 


•'vUered nations were a responsi- 
bility, as well as a liability. A new 


start had to be made from near 
ruin. 


America's first efforts to help 


may also have been confused, but 
there scarcely was time for de- 
tailed planning. Political differences 
were secondary; here were hungry, 
ill-clad, homeless people. 


But for the Soviet government, 
their politics would still be 
of 


minor importance. The American 


, government was reluctant to ac- 
ACept the political challenge. 
It 


Bliesitated to admit that aggression 


and threats to free 
government 


did not end with the Nazis' defeat. 
It was Moscow's decision, 
not 


Washington's, that the Communist 
governments would not participate 
in a united effort toward Europe's

ion, 
carried along a scorching in- 
dictment of what he called 
the 
"totalitarian" aspect of the Tru- 
man administration. 


"The philosophy of totalitarian- 


ism is still more taxes levied by 
the government, more spending by 
the government and more regula- 
tion by the government," 
he de- 
clared. 


That, Taft told an audience of 
Republicans in the Boise, 
Idaho, 


high school auditorium last night, 
indicated 
why "the Republican 


party is going to come pacK to 
power in tne 'United States" in 
1948. 


Taft 
said 
there had been so 


much "regulation" of the lives of 
the people by "Washington bureau- 
crats" . that local government had 
almost disappeared. He said that 
citizens going to Washington 
got 


only a perfunctory hearing 
from 


federal olticials. 


Taft told his Boise audience he 


thinks that Southern Democrats — 
many of whom supported the Taft- 
Hartley labor act ot which no was 
co-sponsor — "believe in many of 
the same things to which the Re- 
publicans subscribe." 


But he charged that 
President 


Truman 
and 
other 
Democratic 
party leaders are unwilling to Jis- 
ten to the views of the Southerners 
because they fear 
the 
"radical 


left wing" of their support might 
split off .into a third party. 


"The Democratic party is such 


an unnatural organization that if it 
refuses to deal with the left wing, 
it can't remain in power," Taft de- 
clared.

Changes at 
Airport Are 
Recommended 


Recdmmendations of 
the 
Civil 


Aeronautics Administration for fu- 
ture handling of the municipal air- 
port property, which was acquired 
in the dissolution of the Southwes- 
tern Proving Ground, were received 
here today from J. D. Hancock, air- 
port disposal engineer, Little Rock. 


The report was addressed 
to 


Mayor Albert Fink, and the iccom- 
mendations are expected to be in- 
corporated in future city contracts 
by the Airport Committee, of which 
Lyle Moore is chairman, 


Mr. Hancock's report follows: 
"By this letter I shall confirm 


and make a matter of record sev- 
eral matters which I discussed in- 
formally with your city officials on 
September 17 and 18. If you find 
this letter at slight variance with 
some of my verbal remarks, parti- 
cularly regarding cultivation of part 
of 
the airport, 
please 
consider 


letter to apply, since I have 


discussed your problems with Mr. 
Kimball the District Airpoit Engi- 
neer, ;and .the following icflect his 
recommendations as well as mine; 


"Re Cultivation on the Aiiport: 


Attached as Exhibit 'A' is a map 
of the landing and building area 
showing in red that aioa which 
should not be cultivated. Generally 
this area extends 250 feet either 
side of runway center lines, 50 feet 
either side of open ditch center 
lines, a 50-foot square at certain 
catch basins, and other clearance' 
as shown on Exhibit 'A'. It is rec- 
ommended that no cultivation what- 
soever'be done in this area; it 
should be mowed rogulaily and a 
good turf encouraged. This is at 
variance with one of my verbaj 
statements concerning the glowing 
of cover crops near runways. The 
area outside that shown in r"ed 
may be farmed, but the planting 
and growing of row crops is not rec- 
ommended. It is felt that row culti- 
vation will not permit natural or 
design drainage to take place. At 
five catch basins indicated on Ex- 
hibit 'A' an uncultivated square 50 
feet on each side will effectively 
prevent erosion and peimit opera- 
tion of the catch basin

deed given ' the City-'of ^Hope and 
the original CAA recommendati6ns 
regarding.the fence disclose that it 
was the intent, in .transferring the 
cyclone wire fence once located 
along the north and northeast side 
of the airport; that this fence be 
relocated to, the north boundary*of 
airport property as set out in the 
deed.'

that the cyclone wire fence which 
has been removed from the air- 
port be returned and erected along 
the north and northeast of the land)

made from kindling. 
Etchison constructed his dwelling 


from eight-inch square blocks sold 
by a local lumber yard as 
fire- 


wood. He and his wife were living 
at their daughter's home two years 
ago when he conceived the idea of 
building a place of his own. 


But materials were scarce 
and 


high-priced. Then Etchison learned 
that (he lumber yard had 
thou- 


sands of good white pine blocks. 
They had been purchased origin- 
ally by the huge Iowa ordnance 
plant here during the war for use 
in shipping fuses and other ord- 
nance parts.

"1 call it our dime 
nouse' because every time we got 
a dime we invested in another sec 
tion of wall." 
The blocks were cemented and 


nailed together. Sanded, stained 
and varnished, they made a beau- 
tiful parquet floor. Etchison doesn't 
think his "Kindlelow" will 
ever 


really be finished. He still has a 
pile of several hundred blocks and 
wants now to add a front and back 
porch and other units. 


"I never built a house befpre," 


he smiled, "b-it I've done consider- 
able patching.' 


He estimated that altogether he 
had spent between $2.000 and $3,000 
on the house and its buildings. 
"People wouldn't think it would 


run that much," he said. "but 
kindling costs money, too, now- 
adays. And you have to buy all 
kinds of other things."

"(a) A statistical, dollar 
and 


cent analysis and comparison of 
your estimated maintenance, op- 
erating and development costs for 
each year of the next five years 
versus estimated revenues for a 
like period. This analysis will nec- 
essarily require 
a statement of 


what you expect to do in the way 
of maintenance operation and de- 
velopment. 
Your 
analysis 
will 


show a deficit in revenues. You 
can then request that additional 
property be granted under Public 
Law 289 to develop additional re- 
venue. In your request for addi- 
tional property, it now appears that 
the 733 acres north of the airport 
is all that is available. You should 
show the revenue that can be de- 
rived from the sale of timber 
and from farm crops, making nec- 
essary deduction for cost of clear- 
ing and grubbing. 
"(b) Then make formal request 


that the 733 sores of land be 
transferred to the City of Hope 
under authority of Public Law 289. 
"This office will be glad to as- 
sist you in any w.ay possible by 
answering specific questions which 
arise in the making of your analy- 
sis of costs and revenues.

Boston, Oct. 1 — (/P)—Henry Wal- 


lace says that "earnest pleas for 
food conservation will not suffice" 
and that "bold action" on prices 
is needed from Ihe Truman 
ad- 
ministration. 


The 
former 
vice 
president, 
swinging through all of the New 
England slates except Maine in an 
11-day program of speech-making, 
told a Boston arena audience of 
7,000 last night: 


"If we organize rapidly and well, 
we can force the present adminis- 
tration to fight for the controls and 
rationing necessary to 
distribute 
current scarcity and 
enable 
all 
Americans to eat well." 


In his arena appearance and in 
an earlier speech to some 300 CIO 
members at Lynn, Wallace brand- 
ed talks of a third world war as 
"a crime against the people of the 
world" and said the facts are that 
tne Russians "are in no position to 
wage war." 


He asserted the nation's "basic- 
ally rotten" foreign policy has "put 
us on the road to war" and con- 
tended in his Lynn speech 
that 
"in time 
qf peace no 
general 


should be determining the foreign 
policy of the United States."

lace says that "earnest pleas for 
food conservation will not suffice" 
and that "bold action" on prices 
is needed from Ihe Truman

Boston, Oct. 1 — (/P)—Henry Wal- 


lace says that "earnest pleas for 
food conservation will not suffice" 
and that "bold action" on prices 
is needed from Ihe Truman 
ad- 
ministration. 


The 
former 
vice 
president, 
swinging through all of the New 
England slates except Maine in an 
11-day program of speech-making, 
told a Boston arena audience of 
7,000 last night: 


"If we organize rapidly and well, 
we can force the present adminis- 
tration to fight for the controls and 
rationing necessary to 
distribute 
current scarcity and 
enable 
all 
Americans to eat well." 


In his arena appearance and in 
an earlier speech to some 300 CIO 
members at Lynn, Wallace brand- 
ed talks of a third world war as 
"a crime against the people of the 
world" and said the facts are that 
tne Russians "are in no position to 
wage war." 


He asserted the nation's "basic- 
ally rotten" foreign policy has "put 
us on the road to war" and con- 
tended in his Lynn speech 
that

should be determining the foreign 
policy of the United States."

food conservation will not suffice" 
and that "bold action" on prices 
is needed from Ihe Truman

Street Cars 
Ploy Part in 
U.S. History 


By MAX HALL 


1 Washington, Oct. 1 —(fP)—Street 
cars are still decreasing in num- 
ber, as they have for 30 years. 


But the" street car isn't ready to 
fade from the American scene. 


.Hundreds of new ones—fast, light- 


•weight, streamlined, nearly 
noise- 
less—have-been 
delivered 
this 
year. Hundreds more are on order. 


The rise and decline of the street 
car and its influence on the growth 
of cities make an absorbing chap 
ter of American history, 


Delivery of the new streamlined 
beauties hasn't checked the steady 
drop in th number of street cars. 
Forone thing, sad old bumping 


battered trolleys are 
continually 
wearing out. 


Also, street cars are slill yield- 


ing ground to buses. Every week or 
so; some city replaces 
the street 
cars/on certain routes with motor 
buses or trolley 
coaches 
(some- 
times called trackless trolleys). 
In ;the last 20 years, street car 
tracks have shrunk from 
40,570 
miles to 15,490 miles. 
Thousands of 
big 
new 
motor 
buses: have 
been 
delivered 
this 
year,' They are more' comfortable 
than the old ones. Some are diesel- 
powcred. A few—in San Antonio — 
arc even air-conditioned 
But streamlined 
trolleys 
have 
certainly given a boost to the pros 
lige of the street car, and new hope 
to those who have a stake in us 
survival. 
Earl E. Kearns, an official 
of 
general electric, came out recently 
wilh a blast at the large amount of 
pace that private aulos occupy on 
ne streets. He said major 
cities 
iced 7,500 new streamlined trolleys 
o help relieve traffic congestion. 
All new street cars these days 
ue "PCC cars." 
PCC means "Presidents' Confer- 
ence Committee." In 1930 the pre 
sidenls of leading street railways 
organize! that committee and 
set 


aboul developing a new-lype Irol 
ey car. 


After five years of research, cost- 
ng about ¥750,000, the first PCC 
:ars wen; produced in 1936. Brook 
lyn got the first hundred. Chicago, 
Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Washington 
and other cities followed. 


A PCC car has a lot of rubber in 


the wheels and trucks. It makes 
iiltle noise or vibration. It has a 
fast pickup, and can slop quickly, 
enough lo pile you in the aisle if 
you're not holding tight. 


Electrical street cars are 
only 


about GO yards old. 
The 
Encyclopedia 
Britannica 
says their practicability was first 
demonstrated at 
Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, in l()8B. At that time aboul 
100,000 horses and mules were pull- 
ing street cars in this country.
